INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever.  20  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  but  they  were  distributed  over  the  whole 
of  the  district  and  in  no  case  was  there  any  suspicion  of  an  epidemic.  All  were  admitted  to  Hospital  but  of  these 
seven  went  to  the  Military  Hospital  at  Tidworth  and  one  to  the  Marlborough  Isolation  Hospital  on  payment  by  the 
patient.  No  death  arose  and  most  were  of  a  mild  type. 

Diphtheria.  5  cases  were  notified  and  all  went  to  Hospital  but  of  these  one  was  a  military  case  and  three  were 
contacts  of  some  children  which  were  sent  to  a  house  in  the  District  from  London  under  a  country  holiday  scheme 
and  one  of  these  was  found  to  be  a  carrier  and  was  from  a  house  in  which  a  case  had  been  recently  sent  to  Hospital 
with  this  disease.  All  the  children  belonging  to  this  house  contracted  the  disease  and  the  two  carriers  had  to  be  sent 
to  Hospital  as  well.  This  case  was  taken  up  with  the  authorities  from  where  the  children  came. 

This  only  leaves  one  case  arising  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  The  one  case  of  this  disease  notified  was  in  a  man  age  40  and  was  treated  privately. 

Pneumonia.  6  cases  were  notified,  of  these  2  were  military  cases  and  treated  in  their  hospital  and  of  the  others 
2  died. 

Erysipelas.  3  cases  notified.  One  was  military  and  treated  in  their  Hospital  and  the  other  two  were  treated 
in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  The  one  case  notified  was  treated  in  the  Salisbury  Isolation  Hospital  and  recovered. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  The  one  case  notified  «as  treated  privately  and  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain  no  impair¬ 
ment  of  vision  resulted.

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  1938  the  two  main  water  supplies,  viz.  Pewsey  which  is  the  property  of  the  Council,  and  Ludger- 
shall  which  is  the  property  of  Ludgershall  Water  Works  Company,  and  is  actually  situated  just  beyond  the  boundary 
of  the  county,  have  been  chemically  examined  once  and  bacteriologically  examined  at  least  10  times. 

The  Pewsey  supply  has  on  the  whole  been  fairly  satisfactory,  3  of  the  samples  being  bacteriologically  sterile  and 
the  others  varying  between  2  and  8  presumptive  B.  Coli  per  100  c.c.,  except  on  one  occasion  when  it  showed  160,  but 
this  time  it  was  found  that  there  had  been  some  accidental  contamination  in  the  taking  and  the  next  sample  taken 
a  few  days  after  was  back  at  8.  Recent  reports  have  shown  that  these  B.  Coli  are  not  true  intestinal  B.  Coli,  and 
consequently  of  not  such  serious  significance. 

Recently,  owing  to  a  shortage  of  supply  last  Autumn,  a  new  bore  hole  has  been  dug  and  since  then  the  water 
lias  been  more  plentiful  and  of  better  quality.

The  Ludgershall  supply  has  not  been  quite  so  favourable,  this  water  has  been  sterile  on  five  occasions,  but  on 
others  has  varied  between  3  and  13  presumptive  B.  Coli  per  100  c.c.,  and  these  have  been  recently  proved  to  be  true 
intestinal  B.  Coli.,  the  only  anxiety  I  have  is  that  this  pollution  varies  so,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  when  the  proposed 
sewage  scheme  for  this  village,  which  will  include  Faberstown  where  a  good  many  houses  exist  close  round  the  source 
of  supply,  is  completed,  the  water  will  improve  in  quality.

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

A  sewage  system  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Parish  of  Pewsey  has  been  commenced.  The  scheme  included  the 
laying  of  main  sewers,  and  branch  drains,  and  a  disposal  works  consisting  of  sedimentation  tanks,  dosing  chamber, 
filters  and  humus  tanks.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  scheme  is  practically  complete. 

Negotiations  are  being  conducted  with  the  view  to  securing  the  disposal  site  for  the  Ludgershall  scheme,  and 
Faberstown,  which  is  in  Hampshire,  is  now  proposed  should  come  into  the  scheme. 

A  step  forward  has  been  made  towards  improving  and  standardizing  the  disposal  and  purification  plants  to  in¬ 
dividual  houses  in  unsewered  areas,  the  Council  having  adopted  a  standard  unit  to  be  installed  when  new  houses  are 
built  or  the  drainage  systems  of  old  houses  reconstructed; 


River  and  Streams. 

The  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act  is  administered  by  the  County  Council.  Some  work  is  done  to  achieve 
the  aim  of  the  Act  by  cleansing  foul  ditches  and  preventing  as  far  as  possible  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage  into  streams. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  a  number  of  cases  where  the  reconditioning  of  cottages  has  taken  place,  no  conversions 
have  been  made.  No  formal  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council. 

The  greater  number  of  the  Council  Houses  have  closet  accommodation  of  the  E.C.  type,  but  the  water  carriage 
system  is  in  operation  at  Pewsey  and  for  the  newer  houses  at  Ludgershall.  The  tendency  is  to  instal  the  water 
carriage  system  where  ever  possible. 

Night  Soil  collection  in  Pewsey  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  and  Ludgershall  is  served  by  a  voluntary  scheme. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  of  highways  and  streets  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council,  although  they  refuse  to  cleanse  ditches 
and  road  gutters  to  which  waste  water  from  cottages  may  gain  access.  This  presents  some  difficulty  since  the  Council 
does  not  itself  employ  sufficient  labour  to  attend  to  this  matter. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  and  is  such  that  it  covers  the  whole  of  the  District, 
providing  for  weekly  collections  in  Pewsey,  Ludgershall  and  North  Tidworth,  whilst  the  other  parishes  have  fort¬ 
nightly  collections.  A  new  10  cubic  yard  freighter  was  put  into  operation  in  April.  The  labour  employed  consists 
of" a  driver,  loader  and  one  man  who  is  in  continual  attendance  at  the  Dump. 

The  refuse  is  ultimately  disposed  of  by  burning. 

The  Dump  is  in  an  isolated  part  of  the  District  and  no  complaints  of  nuisance  have  been  reported.

Shops  and  Offices. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  under  the  Shops  Act,  and  Public  Health  Act  1936,  but  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  cases  which  were  remedied  by  informal  and  verbal  notices,  there  is  little  to  be  commented  upon.  No  formal 
action  was  necessary  under  the  above  Statutes. 


Camping  Sites. 

Only  one  site  was  used  for  camping  during  the  year,  this  site  is  not  licenced,  but  exemption  was  granted  under 
Sec.  269  Public  Health  Act  1936.  The  total  number  of  campers  at  any  time  did  not  exceed  ten. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  extensive  fumigation  for  the  eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  has  been  necessary  during  year,  but  disinfeetation  by 
the  use  of  insecticides  has  been  carried  out  in  three  cases.  On  the  whole  there  is  little  evidence  to  show  that  this  pest 
is  prevalent  in  the  District. 

Milk  Supply. 

As  a  result  of  a  series  of  sediment  tests  that  were  made,  it  was  found  that  some  milkers  are  inclined  to  become 
negligent  and  overlook  some  of  the  minor  details  which  go  towards  the  production  of  clean  milk.  A  further  series 
of  sediment  tests  were  made  with  a  view  to  fostering  a  competitive  spirit  among  the  milkers,  this  produced  good 
results,  but  unfortunately  it  calls  for  more  time  than  the  Inspector  can  afford,  consequently  much  of  its  good  effect 
is  lost,  as  it,  is  impossible  to  earrv  out  sufficient  tests  to  maintain  interest.
